be two hundred, five, seven hundred 
or more miles. But what is that? The 
erub-box is the main thing (with good 
‘weather and luck): 

In the grub-box you will find plen- 
ty of small bannocks—these will not 
freeze as solid as brad and can be 
thawed out. There is a bag 
of boiled potatoes, frozen, likewise one 
of chopped meat patties, and the ba- 
con—bacon which is always with the 
Peace River freighter. A pail of sy- 
rup, granite cup, plate, a butcher 
knife, fork, spoon, fry-pai and copper 
tea-pail complete the outfit. 

At noon, while the oxen or horses 
eat their hay, the traveler cooks and 
eats his @mner by a fire in the open. 
If there is no water available, he 
melts snow in his tea-pail, it occa- 
sionally’ being necessary to melt 
snow for the oxen as well when the 
frost has gone to the bottom of every 
creek. ‘Western animals will lick con- 
siderable snow, but the waterhole in 
the river is met with delight by man 
and ox. 

And supper—why, that’s just an- 
other me.|] prepared in the same way, 
but this time camp is made, i.e., the 
team is, if possible, sheltered in a 
clump of gpruce or willow. Dry 
branchés, hay or preferably spruce 
boughs are thrown near the campfire 
—the big, heating campfire which fol- 
lows the cooking fire—to insulate the 
sleeper from the snow or frozen 
ground under him. 

Very few people are fo reckless as 
to travel after night. It doesn’t pay, 
except on a few stretches of good 
trail, well known to the driver. Lake 
and river trails are now and then 
used in good moonlight. 

It is roll up his bed before daylight, 
feed the oxen, breakfast and away in 
the same manner as before, until 
within range of the bunk-houses. 
Facility is then afforded for eating 
food and provender under shelter. The 
old roadhouse had a mud and pole 
fireplace, and also ground space for 
bedding when there was no floor. The 
interior lighting consisted Of a small 
space cut in the log walls and covered 
with a flour bag. The more preten- 
tious stopping place provides a cook 
stove, water, table, and in some in- 
stances bunks, otherwise a bunk-house 
and eating house. Hay and oats are 
usually on sale for horses and oxen, 
which are housed in a more or less 
comfortable stable. These stables are 
often in sad need of chinking and 
very wet in springtime. And this is 
the life of the trail for days, weeks 
and sometimes longer. Thus men, 
and frequently their wives and chil- 
dren, pass south north, east and west. 
But women, especially new settlers, 
prefer the caboose, which, at least, 
is an independent, if at times a des- 
perately seasick, institution. 

When the city is reached all sup- 
plies for the coming vear must be or- 
dered, collected. packed and well rop- 
ed on the sk for the return trip. 
Occasionally ve homesteader, along: 
with his comrades—he always travels 
with others when possib’e -—— lias an 
“Oh-be-joyful,”’ which is usually cur- 
tailed by the shallowness of his purse, 
but this is gradually growing less fre- 
quent. The settler in northern Al- 
berta lives beyond the alcohol belt.

Orientals Object. 


The question of the employment of 
white girl labor in Oriental business 
houses is a live question in the 
larger Canadian cities, but especially 
in Western Canada. There a large 
number of Chinese and Japanese are 
owners of laundries, eating houses 
and even general stores, and these 
have been accustomed to employ 
white girls. Recently the Legislature 
of the Province of Saskatchewan 
passed an act forbidding the employ- 
ment of white girls in such establish. 
ments. This law came into force on 
May Ist, and the first trouble came 
in Moose Jaw. This city has more 
Chinese and Japanese residents than 
any other city in the province. The 
Chinese would not likely make trou- 
ble of their own accord, but led by 
the Japanese they are assisting in 
the discussion.

Toronto companies harvested . this 
year the biggest ice crop.om record 
in that city, and have 200,000 tons 
stored, valued at nearly $2,000,000. 

About ten per cent. advance in 
prices is to be made, the first increase 
in eight years. ‘The reason given for 
the advance is that prices of plant 
equipment are much increased. To 
offset this advance in prices, the ice 
harvested this year is the purest and 
clearest of a decade.

Yet 
that is how the “Craven Scholar- 
ships” were founded there. 

Famous Lotteries 

Many folk once had much to say 
against lotteries in Kngland, and it 
was, perhaps, not a bad thing when 
they were abolished by law. Yet it 
is well worth while remembering that 
in their hey-day, public lotteries did 
a vast deal of good, as well as a vast 
deal of harm. 


And when one speculates on the’ pal- 
try gambling spirit of to-day, which 
finds its outlet in an-attempt to win 
a large sum by spending a sixpence 
in making a miserable attempt to 
poetise better than somebody else, 
one cannot but think that the real 
properly-conducted lottery which 
could build a British Museum, a Wa- 
terloo Bridge, a St. Paul’s was im- 
mensely better as a way of satisfying 
and yet keeping in right bounds the 
fever for gambling which seems to 
be in the blood of so many folk. 

For the British Museum, Waterloo 
Bridge, and no small part of St. Paul's 
were erected from the proceeds of 
lotteries, public lotteries, held in these 
:slands and sanctioned by Parliament. 
And what grand results they are, at 
any rate, those splendid erections, and 
how much superior to anything which 
the gambling fever produces to-day! 

Present Day Examples 

Even now, in other countries, these 
State lotteries are doing big things 
in their own way, however much we 
in Britain may agree or disagree with 
them. Throughout the German Em- 
pire—-and the astute Germans gener- 
ally know what they are doing in the 
money line!—publiv lotteries are of- 
ten adopted for the purpose of in- 
creasing State revenue. A man 
much prefers to pay $25 for a ticket 
which may win him a large sum that 
will make him independent for life, 
and incidentally provide funds for 
some necessary State purpose, than to 
be taxed to the extent of $20 and see 
nothing whatever to his own benefit 
for the sum thus reluctantly paid. to 
a needy -Goyernnwent. Lomwt. year, ip 
Prussia such State lotteries gave a 
clear prefit to the country of more 
than $22,500,000; nobody grumbled at 
paying the money, several folks gain- 
ed large fortunes, and even those who 
were unsuccessful were really little 
more out-of-pocket than they would 
have been by paying a tax in lieu 
of the profit thus made. 

Another Curious Case 

As another curious way of a fine 
building being provided for strangely, 
we may take the case of the Phill- 
potts porch of Truro Cathedral, The 
late Canon Phillpotts bought a picture 
of “Lady Hamilton” from a friend for 
$150. It turned out later to be a 
Romney, and was eventually sold for 
$16,000. Of this sum the delighted 
Canon agreed to give half as a thank- 
offering, in order to build the splen- 
did porch of the new cathedral at 
Truro, which would otherwise have 
found itself badly spoiled for want of 
money to finish this part of the struc- 
ture as it ought to have been done.

Life Line Used by Mountaineers 


The ropes used by Alfine climbers 
is of special manufacture, combining 
as far as pessible the differing qual- 
it'es of strength, Nlexibility and light 
| ness. Three qualities are in gen- 
eral use, being made from Sisal, ltal- 
jan and Manilla hemps respeetively 
and occasionally, when cost is not a 
cousideration, of silk. The fatter, 
though very light and strong, is not 
so durable as the others. That 
| which finds most favor among Brit- 
ish mountaineers is known as Buck: 
ingham’s Alpine rope; it is made of 
the best Manilla hemp. 

In the year 1864, Mr. McLeish re- 
calls a committee of the Alpine Club 
made tests upon a number of ropes 
suitable for mountaineering. Of the 
two that were approved one was made 
of Italian hemp’and the other of Ma- 
nilla, They both had a breaking 
strain of two tons and sustained the 
weight of a twelve stone man after 
falling from a height of ten feet. Non- 
mountaineers bave sometimes consid- 
ered this insufficient, but it is highiy 
problematical whether the buman an- 
atomy could survive the sudden coni- 
pression of a thin rope arising from 
any greater fall—PFry’s Magagine.

— | 'T Pave To ereeo Foxes | 


Many of the Animals in Prince Ed- 
’ ward Island. : 

In some countries the fox is hunted 
and killed for sport, but if you killed 
a fox in the Canadian Province of 
Prince Bdward Island you might wipe 
out three or four thousand dollars of 
the assets some citizen. For 
they breed foxes in Prince Hdward Is- 
land. It is estimated that there are 
about 500 foxes on the various ranch- 
es in that province at the present time 
‘ant Charles Dalton, a member of the 
Legislature, sald recently that last 
year $260,000 had changed hands in 
the fox business, : 

The success which has attended 
some, breeders of foxes has caused 
very many others to go into the ranch- 
ing business, and there are before the 
Provincial Legislature, now In session 
eight or nine bills incorporating fox 
ranching companies. While the par- 
ticular fox Is sought to produce what 
is called the black fox, it is really the 
animal known on the Lofidon fur 
market as the silver gray. It was 
the pelt of a fox from Prince Edward 
Island that brought the world’s record 
price, $2,900, in the London market 
ten years ago, 

The explanation of the high price 
paid for the skin of the so-called black 
fox is that the quantity offered cn 
the Léndon market has fallen in 30 
years from 2,000 to about 300. Two 
years ago the number offered in Lon- 
don was 900 skins, and 60 per cent 
of them brought $500 each. 

So important has the Industry be- 
come in Prince Edward Island that 
the Government fs regarding it with 
an eye ta revenue, and is is suggested 
that a tax of $10 on each fox be lev- 
fed, producing something like $5,000 
on .the present estimated fox popula- 
tion of the island ranchers. 

Not every man who gets a pair of 
foxes, whether of the silver gray or 
common red variety, is on the high 
road to- fortune One of them may 
die, or their progeny may die, or they 
may be stolen. Mr. Dalton says that 
$12,000 worth of foxes were stolen 
in his district last year. As much as 
$7,000, and, it is said even more, has 
been paid for a desirable pair of 
breeding foxes. , 

An illustration of the uncertainty 
of the industry when conducted by 
beginners is found in the story of one 
Man who one day found in the fox 
enclosure a litter of seven pups, but 
the next time he saw them they were 
dead: Another lost a litter through 
unwise feeding. 

fox ranching has spread from 
Prince Edward Island to New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia. A company 
incorporated in New Brunswick has 
dist ministers, two physicians, an 
editor, a school inspector, two mer- 
chants, two manufacturers and sev- 
eral farmers.
